fem; in the third Chapter of this Treatiſe. 

Divers other Things, as to them, might be 

mentioned; but this may ſuffice, to ſtop 

their boaſting i in this Matter. 

The Arminians are not more ſucceſsful in 
their denying the falle Doctrine of abſolute 
Reprobation, and in aſſerting the anverſat 
Extent of Chriſt *'s Death for all; 
are ſhort 1n not placing this Salvation in that 
ſpiritual Light, wherewith Man is enlight- 


ned by. Chriſt ; but wrongfully aſcribing a 


Part of that to the natural Will and Capa- 


city, which is due alone to the Grace and 


Power of God, by which the Work 1s both 
begun, carried on and accompliſhed. And 
herein they, as well as both the Sociniaus and 
Pelagians, tho* they do well in condemning 
their Errors, yet they mils in ſetting up 
another, and not the Truth in Place thereaf 5 
and in that Reſpect are juſtly re proved by 
luch Scriptures as their Adverſaries (who 
otherwiſe are as far wrong as they) bring 
againſt them, in ſhewing the Depravity of 
Man's Will by Nature, and his Incapacity 
to do any Good, but as aſſiſted by the Grace 
of God io to do. 

On the other Hand, it's ſtrange to ob- 
ſerve, how many Proteſtants (the firſt Arti- 
cle of whoſe Confeſſion of Faith, is to aſſert 


the ne to be the only Rule) ſhould deny 
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the univerſal Extent of Chriſt's Death, con. 
trary to the expreſs Words of Scripture, 
which ſaith, He taſted Death for every Man; 
or the Univerſality of Grace, and a fufh- 
cient Principle; which the Scriptures aſſert 
in as many poſitive Words, as, except we 
ſuppoſe the Pen- men intended another 
Thing than they ſpoke, it was poſſible to 
do, viz. A Manifeſiation of the 411 bs 
given to every Man to frofit withal J 
Grace of God, that Rn Salvation, hath 
appeared unto all Men; and many more 
before mentioned. The like may be ſaid of 
their denying the Perfection of the Saints, 
and aſſerting the bier of any falling 
away from real Beginnings ot true and ſaving 
Grace, contrary to ſo many express Scrip- 
tures, as are heretofore adduced in tlicir 
proper Place. But to give all that deſire to 
be undeceived, a more full Opportunity to 
obſerve how the Devil has abuſed many, 
pretending to be wiſe, in making them 
cloak with a Pretence of Scripture, falſe 
and pernicious Doctrines; I ſhall take a 
few of many Inſtances out of the Conſeſlon 
of Faith and Catechiſm, made by the Diviues 
at Weſtminſter (ſo called) becauſe the ſame 
is not only moſt univerſally received and be- 
lieved by the People of Britain and Ireland, 
but allo containeth upon the Matter, the 
Faith of the French Churches, and of moſt 
others, both in the Netherlands, and elſe- 
where :

Teſtimony, 
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Teſtimony, if they ſpeak not according to this 
Word, it is becauſe there is no Light in them. 

But is it not Matter of Admiration, that 
Men ſhould be ſo beſide themſelves, as to 
imagine theſe Teſtimonies do in the leaſt 
prove their Aſſertion; or that others, that 
do not take Things merely upon Truſt, 
would be fo fooliſh as to believe them? For, 
tho' God made known, and wrote excellent 
Things to Solomon; tho? Luke wrote unto 
Theophilus, an Account of divers T ranſ- 
actions of Chriſt's outward Abode ; For 
John xxi. 25. 
and xx. 30. And there are alſo many othes 
Things which Jeſus did; the which, if they 
ſhould. be written every one, 1 ſuppeſe, that 


even the Werld itſelf could not contain the 


Books that ſhould be written, And many other 
Signs truly did Feſus in the Preſence of his 
Diſciples, which are not written in this Book, 
Though Chriſt made uſe of divers Scrip- 
tures againſt Satan, and that Jaiab directed 
People to the Law, and to the Teſtimony 3 
who will be ſo mad as to ſay, It naturally 


follows from thence, that God has now com- 


mitted bis Will wholly to Writing? Such a 
Conſequence 1s no more deducible from the 
Scriptures, than if I ſhould argue thus ; 
The Divines of Weſtminſter have aſſerted 


many Things without Ground, therefore they 


bad Ground for nothing they ſaid. Nay, it 
follows not by far ſo naturally, ſecing after 
G9 the 
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the writing of all theſe Paſſages, by them 
cited, according to their own Judgment, 
there were divers Scriptures written; ſo 
that it had been falſe for them to aſſert, 
That God had then committed his Counſel 
wholly to Writing, which indeed was not 
true: So it is moſt irrational and unwar. 
rantable for any to draw ſuch a ſtrange and 
{trained Conſequence from their Words, 

For the ſecond, That the former Mays 
are now ceaſed, they alledge, Heb. i. 1. 2. 
God, who at ſundry Times, and in divers 
Manners, ſpake in Times paſt unto the Fathers 


by the Prophets, hath in theſe laſt Days ſpoken 


21e us by his Son, whom be hath appointed 
Heir of all Things, by whom alſo he hath made 
the World. 2 Pet. i. 19. We bave alſo a 
more ſure Word of Prophecy, whercunto ye do 
well that ye take heed, as unto a Light that 
ſhineth in a dark Place, until the Day dawn, 
and the Day-ſtar ariſe in your Hearts. 

Which prove the Matter as little as the 
former: If Pau! had intended by that to 
Timothy, what thoſe Divines would have, 
would not they have made the Apoſtle 
ſpeak a manifeſt Untruth, ſeeing they 
themſclves acknowledge, that Fohn's Reve- 
lation was written long after? So that thete 
former Ways were not then ceaſed, As 
for that of Peter, it is to beg the Thing 
in queſtion, to fay, I is intended of the 
Scripture z and though it were, it proves 
| not 
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| not the Caſe at all. That of the Hebrews 


is ſo far from aſſerting the Matter they 
would have it, that it may be very aptly 
brought to prove the quite contrary; for 
God inclecd ſpeaks to us now by his Son: 
But to infer from thence, That the Son 
ſpeaks only to us by the Scriptures, remains 
yet unproved: And tor the Apoſtle to have 
there aſſerted it, had been falſe; ſeeing 
the Revelations, which he and others after- 
wards had, were inward, and ſo ſuch were 
not ceaſed, And if we may truſt the fame 


Apoſtle better than theſe Men, he tells us, 


That fo ſoon as Chriſt was revealed in him, 
he went ſtraight and obeyed. And the 
ſame Apoſtle tell us, that Except Chriſt ve 
in us, we are Reprobates; ſurely he is not 


dumb in us, ſeeing he ſays, He will well 


in us, and walk in us, and be with us lo the 
End of the World, And Jobs tells us, that 
the Inward Anointing is to teach us all Things ; 
lo that we need not, as to any ablolute 
Neceſſity, any Man to teach us: How then 
is this ceaſed, ſceing God ſpeaks to us by 
Chriſt, and Chriſt muſt be in us? Surely 
theſe Men have not herein followed the 
Rule of the Scriptures ; but rather endca- 


voured moſt groſly to wreſt them, and 


make of them a Noſe of Wax, notwith- 
ſtanding their Pretences as to the contrary 
in their ſixth Scion, where they ſay, A1 
Things neceſſary are either expreſly ſet dew, 

4 or 
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or by good and neceſſary Conſequences may be 
deduced. Now that theſe two former Aſſer- 
tions are not expreſly ſet down, they will 
not deny; whether they follow by ſound 
Conſequence, any underſtanding Man may 
Judge, by what is above obſerved. 

There are divers other Things in the 
ſame Chapter, which will not abide the 
Teſt, for which the Scripture Proofs, as 
alledged by them, are moſt ridiculous ; yet 
tor Brevity Sake, I have omitted. 

In Chap. 21. Sect. 7. where they fay, 
That the Sabbath from the Reſurrection of 
Chriſt, was changed into the firſt Day of the 
Week, which, in Scripture (ſay they) is called 
the Lord's Day, and is to be continued to the 
End of the World as the Chriſtian Sabbath, 
In which they aſſert three Things. 

Firſt, That the firſk Day of the Week is 
come in Place of the Seventh for a Sabbath : 
To prove which they alledge, 1 Cor. xvi. 1, 
2. Now concerning the Collection for the Saints, 


as I have given Order to tbe Churches of 
Galatia, even /o do ye : Upon the firſt Day of 


the Week, let every one of you lay by him in 
Store, as God hath profpered him, that there 
be no Gathering when I come. Acts xx. 7. 


And upon the firſt Day of the Week, when the 
Diſciples came together io break Bread, Paul 
preached to them, ready to depart on the 
Morrow, and continued his Speech until 
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That theſe Proofs aſſert not the Thing 
expreſly, we need not, I ſuppoſe, diſpute. 
Now to ſay, that becauſe Paul deſired the 
Corinthians to lay ſomewhat by them in 
ſtore that Day; or becauſe he broke Bread, 
and continued his Speech until Midnight; 


therefore the firſt Day of the Week is come 


in place of the Sabbath, is a Conſequence 


more remarkable for its Sottiſhneſs, than to 
| be credited for its Soundneſs: Indeed to 


make ſo ſolemn an Article of Faith, as theſe 
Men would have the Morality of the firſt 


Day of the Week to be, would need a more 
| poſitive and expreſs Authority, The Text 
| doth clearly. enough tell the Reaſon of the 
{ Diſciples meeting ſo frequently, and of 


Paul's preaching fo long, becauſe he was 


ready to depart To-morrow ; it ſpeaks not 
| a Word of its being Sabbath. 


Their ſecond Aſſertion, That the firſt Day 


of the Week is therefore called the Lord's Day, 
is drawn yet more ſtrangely from that of 


Rev. i. 10. I was in the Spirit on the Lord's 


| Day, and heard behind me a great Voice, as 
| of a Trumpet; whereas no particular Day 
| of the Week is mentioned : So for them 
to ſay, John meaned the firſt Day of the 


Week, hath no Proof but their own bare 


| Aﬀertion. 


For their third Aſſertion, That it is to 


| be continued to the End of the Morld, as the 
| Chriſtian Sabbath, they alledge theſe Scrip- 
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tures, Exod. xx. 8, 10, 11. Remember H. 


| Sabbath-day, to keep it holy; but the Seventh. 


day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God; in 
it thou ſhalt not do any Work, thou, nor 10% 
Son, nor thy Daughter, thy Man-ſervant, yr 
thy Maid ſervant, nor thy Cattle, nor thy 
Stranger which is within thy Gates; for i 


fix Days the Lord made Heaven and Earth, 


the Sea, and all that in them is, and reſted 
the Seventh-day; wherefore the Lord bleſſed 
the Sabbath-day, and hallowed it.

for verily, I ſay unto you, till Heaven ard

It they prove any Thing, they muſt

If theſe may be reckoned 
good and ſound Conſequences, I krow no 
Abſurdities ſo great, no Hereſies ſo dam— 
nable, no Superſtitions ſo ridiculous, but 
may be cloaked with the Authority of
